Haas at MCWA: 



Supranationalism is victory 
of economics over politics

The New Europe, characterized by the system of "supranationallty, or the system of re> 
gionat government developed by the six nations of the European Economic Community" formed 
the topic for the keynote MCWA address by Professor Ernst B. Haas in Moyse Hall last night. 



Dr. Haas, Professor of Interna- 
tional Relations at ttic University 
of California at Berlccley, told the 
delegates to the seventh McGill 
Conference on World Affairs that 
the regional system of government 
developed in Europe since 1945 is 
"the future of that part of history 
which has also been aptly de- 
scribed as the end of ideology." 
Victory over politics 

"The advent of supra-national 
government symbolizes the victory 
of economics, over politics," he 
said.jSupranationalityi4';a^unique 
style ôf 'maIdns!int^'rnauonal^deci- 
sions" is replacing the older ideo- 
logies based oh the idea of the 
sovereign Nation-State in the New 
Europe." 

The supranational system is nei- 
ther a federal system nor a sys- 
tem of intergovernmental coop- 
eration, although statesmen, among 
them General dc Gaulle, have mis- 
takenly considered it so," he told 
the audience. 

"The context of supranational 
decisions is economic, social, and 
technical", said Professor Haas.

Bnczlnski received his BA 
and MA in Political Science at 
McGlil and a PhD in Political 
Science at Harvard in 1953 for 
work in Public Law and Govern- 
ment.

political developments without 
being influenced by .Western

In tomorrow's address, the 
subject ol which is "Regional- 
Ism In the Soviet Bloc", the 
Professor is expected to com- 
ment on the split between the 
Soviet Union and Red Chhia. 



He may also deal with other 
aspects of unification among 
members of the Communist 
Bloc 

The speaker is also an ac- 
complished writer. He has' 
written or contributed to more 
than five books on the Soviet 




Union including 'The Perma- 
nent Purge', which has been 
translated into five different 
languages; 'Politics in Soviet 
Totalitarianism'; TotaliUrian 
Dictatorship and ' Autocracy', 
and 'Ideology and Power in 
Soviet PoliUcs'. .

nist Affairs and a faculty mem- 
ber of the Russian Institute of 
Columbia University. 



The decisions arc, for the most 
part, made by high-ranking civil 
servants of the governments in- 
volved, who arc concerned with 
the technical problems to be solv- 
ed rather than the political. 

But Just because the system ex- 
cludes political and military issues, 
he pointed out, does not mean it 
has no influence in the political 
realm. "The supranational style 
stresses the indirect penetration of 
the political by way of the econo- 
mic", he said, referring to the ten- 
dency of social and economic deci- 
sions to "spill over" into political 
affairs. 

Nation-slate 

The prc-modern idea of the so- 
vereign nation-state has in recent 
years been gradually giving way 
to supranationallty in the New 
Europe. But some of the recent 
actions of deGaulle have come 
close to stopping the process, he 
stated. 

"General deGaulle does not play 
the game according to these rules", 
the rules j of supranationali^;' 
France's^veto. of British entry, to 
the^Slx|ini|January: stopped -^^the 
movemieht' towards closer unlon'of 
Europe. 

DeGaulle's policy is based on 
the idea of a sovereign nation 
state, rather than an European 
community of interest. .When 
France has accepted any decisions 
of the regional government, it is 
only because it serves the national 



interest rather than the interna- 
tional. 

There is an increasing trend to 
de-politicization in the New Eu- 
rope, to the removal of ideology 
from politics, he said, "Statbtics 
tend to replace ideologies and 
dogma". Considerations of econo- 
mics and social welfare are having 
a greater influence on politics. 

Citizens of the New Europe arc 
more concerned with welfare 
measures than with political consi- 
derations. The future of Europe 
is determined, said Professor Haas, 
"in the sense that the supremacy 
of welfare-dominated policies is as- 
sured. If supranational institqtions 
already charged with further pe- 
netrating this field are firmly an- 
chored in this supremacy they will 
survive and flourish".

Talk with Gérin-Lajoie 
satisfies delegation 

From our own cerriipandtnt 

QUEBEC - Youth Minister Paul Gérin-Lajole reached agreement last night with student rep- 
resentatives as a number of special cases to bo considered in the granting of provincial govern- 
ment bursaries. 



He refused however, 
thé system of genaraI?nonns^by 
which bursaries are granted untU 
next year's norms are decided on 
next January. 

He also declined to set up an 
emergency fund for those students 
who must pay their fees immedia- 
tely on the grounds of unfcasibili- 
ty and the necessity of new legis- 
lation to establish the fund. 

Delegates satisfied 

McGill's delegates expressed sa- 
tisfaction with the agreement. Ro- 
bert Rablnovitch, Chairman of the 
Education Committee, said that 
"it was the most we could have 
expected considering the situation 
and the late date". 

The special cases upon whicli 
the government has agreed: are : 

Students whose mother or father 
are dead or separated or whose 
revenue was below average last 



year due to sickness or other cir- 
cumstances; ' 

Students who niust pay a pen- 
sion to their family; 

Students who could not find 
work this summer; 

Students financially divorced 
from their parents; 

Families where two or more 
children are in college. 

A committee composed of stu- 
dent aid officers from the different 
universities, members of the gov- 
ernment Student Aid Service, and 
a representative ' of the Student 
Consultative Committee on Stu- 



dent Aid win be set up to consider 
these special cases. 

The exemptions- are substantial- 
ly those agreed to by the Student 
Consultative Committee and Hec- 
tor Joyal, Director of the Student 
Aid Service last weekend. 

The Minister also agreed to keep 
the Committee informed of the 
criteria by which the special cases 
will be studied. 

Gérin-Lajole said that "we shall 
see" if any extra funds would-be 
made available to cover the spe- 
cial cases. It was understood tha' 
this. would depend on the numbe* 
of special requests.

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Old Problem - New Solution 

At its meeting Tuesday night the Students' Execu- 
tive Council passed a resolution imposing a $10.00 
fine on any student found drinking at a McGill sports;-: 
• event either in Molson Stadium or the McGill Winter 
Stadium. The resolution was passed after Council 
heard the report of a special committee set up to 
look into the serious and dangerous problem of drink- 
ing in the stadium, which outlined the university 
regulations coiicernlng drinking (it is outlawed at 
present), as well sjasjthe views of the Scarlet Key and 
the Athletics Department. --^^mi^^ , 

We welcome this step by the^SECrand we are 
convinced that both the Scarlet Key and future 
generations of students will be thankful for it. How- 
ever, we realize that some students may regard this 
mandatory fine of $10.00 as unnecessary, extreme, 
and unenforceable. 

The necessity for imposing such rigid controls has, 
happily, not yet become obvious. By this we mean 
that no student has had his head split open with a 
beer bottle, thrown by one of his intoxicated con- 
frères. However, to wait for such an occurrence before 
taking action, would be to exhibit the worst possible 
kind of Irresponsibility. The mandatory fine is design- 
ed to serve as preventative medicine as surely.ps 
any other innoculation ever was; 

As for the weight of the fine which will be impos- 
ed, we contend that- lii relation to the possible dam- 
age which jtj^^gnt to forestall, it is only adequate, 
by no means excessive. 

With regard to the enforceability of such a law, 
it is our belief that the guards outside the stadium, 
the Scarlet Key inside the stadium, and a student 
body which, when sober, has proven on many occa- 
sions that it can act maturely and responsibly, will 
combine to reduce the task to one of controlling and 
punishing an irresponsible minority. 

Liquor at athletic events has been banned success- 
fully at several other universities. Admittedly, it has ; 
often taken administrative action to do so. However, 
it is'j^H^Ijght and necessary that, {ust ds the students 
of McGill have almost unlimited freedom in manag- 
ing their own extra-curricular affairs, they should 
undertake the more onerous task of policing them- 
selves, and protecting the majority from a small, but 
potentially dangerous, minority. 

We appeal to every stiident to support the action 
'of the SEC and the measures which will be taken at 
the football ganie on^Sa^ui^day by th^j^ 
jn the performance of^helffdiity. ' Boj[hg PO<liesii; are 
^ing in order to protect all of us.^ 
oiir thanks and our loyalty.

And the bookstore coujd reduce its prieesj^ohjtexrs by as 
much as 20 per cent and still make a profit, according to thé student newspaper^The^Ubyssey. 



This is what a downtown book' 
store source told the paper this 
week. (He refused to be identi- 
fied.) "Because the bookstore sells 
texts (any book used in the uni- 
versity curriculum) in volume 
quantities, it should be able to 
charge the text price," he said. 
"Vhls is 20'per cent below the tra- 
de price." 

High markup 

Last week The Ubyssey charged 
the bookstore with making a high 
profit of $30 — 40,000 from stu- 
dent sales and that the operating 
costs of $200,000 were out of line. 
They further charged that the
